"We have tried the last 
two years to arrange a fire con- 
tract with the township. We 
have answered calls without re- 
ceiving any recognition for it. 
We went to the Williamson fire 
and were there four hours and 

never received a word of 
thanks."

WHITCHURCH'S 



Fire destroyed the home of Mr. and Mrs. James 
Prior within a half mile of Newmarket limits, 
early Monday morning. It might have cost the 
four occupants of the home their lives. The sky 
was lit with the glow of the flames but the New- 
market fire brigade was not called out Why? 

The Newmarket fire brigade is under no legal 
obligation to answer fire calls outside the muni- 
cipality unless there is a fire agreement covering 
such calls. There is no agreement between New- 
market and Whitchurch. The record shows that 
toe Newmarket council has made several at- 
tempts to arrange such a contract but the council 
of Whitchurch has shown no interest 

Whether or not the Newmarket fire brigade 
should have gone to the fire, contract or no con. 
tract, is an open question. Newmarket firemen 
have responded to fire calls in Whitchurch before 
and on the testimony of Councillor Frank 
Bowser, have not had even a cold shank of a thank 
you out of it. Admittedly it is not neighborly to 
remain in bed while someone's home burns aown 
but it is no worse than for Whitchurch to depend 
on a neighboring municipality to assume its 
obligations. 

Whitchurch does have a fire contract with Au- 
rora and the Aurora fire brigade answered the 
call. Such an agreement may provide protection 
for other parts of the township but it is foolish to 
expect the Aurora fire brigade to do the same 
job the Newmarket fire brigade could do in the 
northern and eastern part of the township. The 
handicap of distance is not easily overcome. 

It is the responsibility of the council of the 
township of Whitchurch to provide adequate fire 
protection for its residents with every means at 
its disposal. There is no excuse for having the ' 
Aurora brigade come from that town to fight a 
fire within a half mile of Newmarket town limits 
when Newmarket firemen could be there in half 
the time. That is not providing adequate protec- 
tion, in the pest, Whitchurch seems to have 
relied on the goodwill of Newmarket firemen to 
do its job. Now let Whitchurch assume its own 
responsibilities.

HISTORY BASIS OF UNITY 

(The Globe and Mail) 

The report of the committee for the study of 
Canadian, history textbooks, which has been 
issued by the Canada and Newfoundland Educa- 
tion Association, may well become one of the 
milestones of Canadian education. It has been 
known for some time that there was a profoundly 
different treatment of Canadian history in the 
schools of the various provinces, particularly be- 
tween the French-speaking schools of Quebec and 
those of English-speaking Canada. This survey 
was to examine all the tcxtlwoks at present in 
use in Canadian schools and to find out to what 
extent these might be used "to bring about a bet- 
ter understanding between the two main groups, 
of the Canadian nation." The report's findings 
include not only suggestions regarding the books 
themselves, but also a model course in history, 
which the committee suggests might be used as a 
standard by the various departments of educa- 
tion. 

Some surprising deficiencies in the textbooks 
at present in use were noted by the committee. 
It feels, for instance, that some of the elemen- 
tary books fail to pay attention to the psychology 
of children, and tre^l events much too maturely. 
The secondary textbooks make little effort to 
clarify the meaning of democracy, or to define 
the rights and obligations which accompany dem- 



ocratic citizenship. By far the worst fault, how- 
ever, is the failure of both English and French 
textbooks to give adequate attention to events 
and persons of the other group. 

It is extraordinary to learn that "no text men- 
tions the rights of the French language under the 
constitution, and the school question is hardly 
touched upon in any of them." Such omissions 
from the basic education of the Canadian people 
goes far to explain the deplorable prejudice and 
ignorance which is displayed from time to time. 
The committee urges that authors and teachers 
should emphasize the things which Canadians 
have in common. There should also be frank and 
truthful explanations of controversial matters. 
With such sentiments no sensible person could 

disagree. 

There is no doubt that Canadian unity would 
be promoted substantially if all the children 
received the same general teachings on the back- 
ground of their country. For obvious reasons, it 
is probably not immediately practicable to have 
one textbook for the whole country. Neverthe- 
less, such would be a desirable goal to work to- 
ward. Sectional emphasis which might be con- 
sidered desirable would then be taught through 
supplementary courses. For instance, the part 
the Family Compact played in Ontario history, 
and the part the fur companies played in the 
west, naturally would have greater intrinsic in- 
terest in each region. Their significance in the 
nations development as a whole should not, of 
course, be underemphasized in either section. 

It is to be hoped that the departments of educa- 
tion in the various provinces will take note of the 
excellent work of this committee, and move with 
what speed they may to improve the teaching of 
history. Whatever benefit may be obtained in 
the promotion of national unity is urgently need- 
ed. There is no conceivable excuse for continu- 
ing in use textbooks which are inaccurate, in- 
adequate, or biased. Both teachers and parents 
would do well to encourage official action, and 
at the same time to acquaint themselves with de- 
tails of this question as it relates to their prov- 
ince.

FARMERS AND INCOME TAX 

(The Financial Post) 

An estimated 13 percent to 27 percent of the 
number of farmers believed obligated to fill out 
income tax forms (and some of them paying tax- 
es) did so in 1943. 

Farmers comprised one percent of all indi- 
vidual income tax payers and 26 percent of the 
total gainfully employed. 

Total income tax payments paid by farmers on 
1943 income was $7.2 millions which was 1.4 per- 
cent of the total income lax collected from all 
Canadians, 

That is the latest official information disclosed 
regarding farmers income tax payments. Since 
then it is understood that such payments have in- 
creased substantially, but so have they for other 
classes and so has farm income. 

, Receipts from the sale of farm products last 
year were up nearly 30 percent from 1943 and 
over 60 percent from 1042. Concurrently farm j 
indebtedness has declined sharply, mortgages 
having been reduced over 30 percent in 1944 
alone in the three prairie provinces, according to 
a reliable estimate, and this followed a similar 
reduction the year before. 

In the meantime the public remains in the dark 
as to what progress if any has been made in 
clearing up ah altogether unsatisfactory situation. 
Dominion tax officials have intimated that an 
Tinny of collectors would be needed to enforce 
the income tax act so far OS agriculture is con- 
cerned They have offered this as an excuse for 
the relatively poor showing so far revealed of 
tax collections from farmers. 

The general public will be loath to accept that 
excuse The great bulk of the farmers' grain, 
hogs, cattle, eggs, milk, tobacco, wool and other 
produce passes through the hands of big market- 
ing agencies which must keep complete records 
of volume and value. These records could ho 
made just as easily available to the income tax 
department as the salary returns that department 
now demands of every employer. Armed with 
that information, the lax collector would he able 
to check any serious leaks. 

This is another matter that the senate commit- 
tee on taxation should consider. 

In addition it should investigate the complaint 
that farm income taxes are too high. It is pos- 
sible, in fact probable, that they are loo high, that 
they tend to discourage the most efficient pro* 
duccrs in the country. Thill complaint, however, 
has nothing to do with the question of paying 
taxes; with the suspicion, generated by the latest 
official returns, that the man on the land is not 
carrying 'his full share of the load.

As the Lord Jesus 
bade the family farewell, ifo 
broke off a branch from a fir 
tree, set It in the earth, and said, 
"Behold, X havo gladly received 



your kind gifts, and this is my 
gift to you. Henceforth, this 
tree shall always hear its fruits 
at Christmas time and you shall 
always have abundance." 

The first community Christinns 
tree was set up in Paris, France, 
in 1AI0, but was not popularly 
accepted throughout the world 
until the advent of electricity, 
when the lighting could be 
stabilized and proper effect giv- 
en to its display. 

Albert of Saxc-Coburg-Gotha, 
who came to Kngland in Ui-lO to 
wed the young Victoria, is 
credited with bringing the 
Christmas tree to the lirltish 
isles.

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National Health Plan 
Urged By Farm Forum

Newmarket East Radio Forum 
held an interesting meeting Dec. 
10 at the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
W. H. Wilmot. The subject of 
health insurance was thoroughly 
discussed on the air by speakers 
from different walks of life. 

The main question for group 
discussion was "Would a nation- 
al health insurance scheme be a 
government hand-out or should 
the people use their own initia- 
tive to obtain good medical 
services for their own com* 
munities?" 

Positively, a national plan 
should improve our public 
health services, effect a more 
even distribution of curative ser- 
vices, lead to the prevention of 
sickness, and to a lessened cost 
when such services are needed. 

Old age pensions, family al- 
lowances and mothers' allow- 
ances might ho considered gov- 
ernment hand-outs but under a 
national health plan a lot of this 
could he eliminated. A local 
public school dental clinic shows 
all children up to Grade nine 
cared for, at less cost each year. 
But we sec the disadvantage in 
that when entering high school 
at the more critical stage, and 
when not yet earning an income, 
the work is not carried on. 

Under a national plan, doctors 
in rural districts should receive 
greater remuneration by salary, 
thus obtaining more security. 

A committee of Leslie Mount 
and Ivan Eves were appointed to 
secure information on the pos- 
session and future use of the 
military hospital at Newmarket. 
The need for the provision of a 
health unit was well established 
and it was thought advisable to 
contact the municipal council on 
the matter. 

Mrs. Bruce McNcrn invited the 
members to her home next Mon- 
day evening. As it is review 
night, a social time will be spent 
after the broadcast. A collection 
of $1.25 was taken to be forward- 
ed with the reports to the pro- 
vincial office.

During the past two weeks 
parliament has got through an 
amazing amount of business, des- 
pite quite a lengthy debate on a 
couple of issues. The members 
are anxious to complete the 
business and get home in time to 
prepare for Santa Claus* visit. 
This was evidenced the other 
night when while waiting for 
division bells to cease ringing 
members broke into singing 

Christmas carols and Show Mc 
The Way To Go Home. 

One of the measures this week 
and one which will have far- 
reaching influence on Canada's 
employment and production 
schedule, was the credit to the 
Allied countries, outside of the 
United Kingdom and the sterling 
area. This is called the export 
credit insurance act, and the 
$750,000,000 involved must be 
added to the $500,000,000 of ex- 
port credit to Britain alone. It 
should be made clear that these 
credits are not like the huge 

gifts given to Britain and mu- 
tual aid to other countries dur- 
ing the war. The credits will be 
paid back, though the interest 
rates will be very low. 

The effect of the credits' will 
be to give foreign countries op- 
portunities to buy goods in Can- 
ada, keep Canadians employed 
and keep Canada's natural re- 
sources in the production line. 

It may look like a formidable 
job on behalf of the Canadian 
people, but it is a job which will 
be accomplished despite its size, 
and when accomplished will pro- 
duce unimaginably good results 
for the nations of the world. 
The measure received the sup- 
port of all parties in the house. 

The Bretton Woods agreement 
was adopted in principle also 
with the support of all parties 
except the Social Creditors. This 
bill is high international finance 
in a big way and is far reaching 
in its aims. However, it is an 
attempt by nations of the world 
to bring about some stability to 
the economy of the world. It 
was the expressed opinion of 
Finance Minister Ilsley that the 
bill involved "higher stakes" 
than any economic issue under 
discussion in the world today. 
The economic systems of half 
the countries of the world have 
been turned topsy-turvy by the 
war and the Bretton Woods 
agreement among the nations is # 
simply an attempt to organize' 
international monetary co-oper- 
ation. The $330,000,000 which 
Canada will put into the inter- 
national monetary fund will he 
used to purchase goods from 
Canada. 

The joint committee of the 
senate and commons appointed 
to recommend a suitable design 
for a distinctive national flag for 
Canada has had several meetings. 
but will not bring in a final re- 
port this session. The committee 
has heard representations of 
several expert witnesses and 
examined many designs submit- 
ted by interested citizens from 
all parts of the country, llicre 
is a vast difference of opinion on 
the subject and lengthy debates 
in future sessions are probable 
before the matter is finally set- 
tled. I have discussed the sub- 
ject with members from all parts 
of Canada and my prediction 
still is that Canada's national 
flag when adopted will be very 
close to the red ensign. 

Complaints arc frequent re- 
garding the difficulty in secur- 
ing children's clothing, particu- 
larly underwear. My enquiries 
to the department officials here 
brought the information that 
the production of underwear for 
civilian use, despite large mili- 
tary demands, have been main- 
tained at high levels. Special 
emphasis has been placed on the 
manufacture of children's under- 
wear and current production is 
approximately double pre-war 
rates. 

lion. Brooke Claxton, minister 
of health, stated in the house 
this week that in October, 432,- 
084 family allowance cheques 
were issued for Ontario.

How rumors start will ever 
remain a mystery, but somehow 
or other the story was almost 
throughout the land that a large 
proportion of the furniture being 
manufactured in Canada is being 
exported to South Africa.

The B flat minor Scherzo of 
Chopin was excellent in interpre- 
tation and performance except 
for a few minor errors in tech- 
nique. 

The second half of the program 
opened with the Khapsody in F 
sharp minor. Opus U, of Ernst 
Von Dohnanyi. This really is a 
magnificent work and the per- 
formance was vital and exciting. 

Mr. McNab's performance of 
Claude Debussy's Reflets dans 
l'Eau was excellent. The phras- 
ing- was marvellous and the 
tones liquid and shimmering. 

The Etudes, Opus 39 of Mac- 
Dowell, are enough to tax the 
technique of any pianist and as 
the Hungarian is the most diffi- 
cult of the opus, let it be suffic- 
ient to say that Mr. McNab's 
performance was competent. 

Many people consider the 
majority of Franz Liszt's com- 
positions to be trivial. If this is 
so, then the Hungarian Rhap- 
sody No. 10 is certainly an ex- 
ception. It was performed with 
zest and vitality and the closing 
friska was a display of astonish- 
ing virtuosity and a fitting way 
to conclude a fine recital. 

The two encores were the 
amusing Barrel Organ of Walter 
Niemann and the tragic E minor
